After Senator Percy * from this 
meeting, Reverend Abernathy had told a standing, 
cheering audience that poor black people wanted more 
that Percy's visits to their meetings and his handouts 
to the Illinois Poor Peoples Delagation. Reverend 
Abernathy had stated that Senator Percy must becose 
a “prophet of protest and go to the north side to the 
sophisticated white communittees, to the rich, and he 
must go downtown to City Hall where Mayor Daley is and 
tell them all to let their people go.

He had also noted that "we will be 
at the Democratic National Convention”. This remark 
had been made in an appearance before the press 
subsequent to the meeting and in response to direct 
queries at that time, Reverend Abernathy would not 
elaborate on SCLC couvention plans.

On November * 1966, a first source advisez that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC), with 
headquarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Terressee, 
was formed on the weekend of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern Student groups in areas of civil 
rights, peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital 
punishment and unemployment, Originally, it was to be a 
' white counterpart of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 

Committee (SNCC). It has agreed to work with similar 
interested groups such as SNCC and Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) and Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc. 
(SCEF). SSOC is a ‘tegtarnel affiliate of the SDS, 


Beginning in the Fall of 1966, S8SOC became a 

membership organization and embarked on a campaign to 
form local chapters on var ichs college campuses throughout 
the South, SSOC publishes, Qctober through May each 

year, a publication, ' ‘new ‘South Student,” which, according 
to the above source, has 1 espoused and defended 
the pro-Communist and “pea ed. — position on 
domestic and foreign. 291 icy. ! 


On August. 12, 1966, * second source advised 
that Donald Leslie Boner of Nashville, Tennessee, had 
been in. the Communist Party (CP) for about four months. 


On September 27, 1966, a third source advised 
that Donald Boner, while in attendance at a CPUSA Youth 
Conference, Camp Webatuck, New York, September 12-14, 1966, 
gave a report regarding Nashville, saying that CP personnel 
were concentrating on organizing rent strikes, working with 


SSOC and SCEF, and establishing a Socialist Study Croup for 
students.

At the CPUSA Youth Conference at Camp Webatuck, September, 
1966, Boner reported that effective liaison had been made 
with SSOC. Following the conference, attendees Brian Heggen 
and Patricia Louise Rabbitt traveled to Nashville to join 
Boner s organising efforts there. 


On February 28, 1967, a fourth source advised 
that Patricia Louise Rabbitt of Seattle, Washington, a 
member of the Northwest CP District, had gone to Nashville, 
Tennessee, to organize in connection with a CP assignment. 


| On June 8, 1967, source five advised that 

Patricia Rabbitt, Brian Heggen, Donald Boner and his wife, 
Carol Stevens Boner, were all active members of SSOC in 
Nashville and that Heggen was as of that time Editor of 
the official SSOC publication, “New South Student.” 


The April, 1967, issue, Volume IV, No. 4, of 
New South Student“ carried a book review on page 22 dy 
Donald Boner of a book entitled "CIA and American Labor,“ 
authored by George Morris, Labor Editor of "The Worker," 
East Coast Communist newspaper. Boner was described therein 
as an active menber of the Nashville §SOC Chapter. 
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ii On July 7, 1967, source three advised that the 
CPUSA conducted a training school for CP youths at Camp 
Abelard, New York, beginning June 17, 1967, and lasting 
for three weeks. During this school, CP youth conferences 
were held at the Camp from July 1 through July 4, 1967, 
and during a youth conference, a meeting was held relative 
to the activities of Party youths during a July, 1967, 
trip to the Soviet Union, which had been scheduled. It 
was announced that a trip to Leningrad for the DuBois 
Clubs of America and CP youths would begin July 17, 1967.. 
A list of persons to be submitted to the Vietnamese had 
American Delegation for the Paris meeting with the 
Vietnamese youths was drawn up. The DuBois Clute of 
America (DCA) had been designated as the organizer for 
this meeting in the United States and suggested a list 
of names for the American delegation.

SSOC “Worklist Mailing,” dated February 14, 1968, 
indicated that Alan Levin, also known as Nik, SSOC Vice 
Chairman, was in Cuba for the month of February (1968). 


By letter dated April 26, 1968, on SSOC letterhead 
mailed to the general SSOC membership over the signature 
of Mike Welch, Executive Secretary of SSOC, it was announced 
that as a step toward close relations with the Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) and better communications with 
the movement nationally, SSOC and SDS have worked out an 
exchange of the "New South Student” and the "New Left 
Notes," and that SDS and SSOC were exchanging contact lists 
of their respective members for this exchange. 
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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC) rem 
Literature distr.S5uted by the Student Norv:olent. 


. Coordinating Committee (Sc, headquartered at 360-362 
Nelson Street, Southwest, Atianta, Georgia, describes itself oe 
as not being 8 membership organization, but rather ar agency 
attempting to stimulate ard foster the growth of local protest 
movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement which 
erupted across the South, beginning on February 1, 1960. A 
conference at Raieign, North Carolina, that spring, Drought 
together many of the demorstrating southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially nazed . 
SNCC in October of 1960.

A source has advised that in May of 1968, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected Nationai Chairman by the . 
Central Committee. In May of 29€7, CARMICHAEL was replaced 
as Chairman by H. RAP BROWS, with CARMICHAEL assuring the 
position of Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC, ia August 
of 1967, at the invitation of FFDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL 
participated in the Organization of Latin American Solidarity 
Conference, which was held in Havana, Cuba, Subsequent 
thereto, CARMICHAEL traveled to Hanoi and other sections of 
North Vietnam. Ee returzed to tke United States in December 
of 1967, at which tire his passport was picked up because 
of travel to unauthorized countries. 


A source advised that when CARMHICHAEIL vas elected 
Chairman of the SNCC, the organization embarked on a progras 
of eliminating Caucasians from ita ranks. With the election 
of H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights, and to take a firm stand 
against violation: of these rights by the Americar Gcverrment 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft and 
to the United States involvesert in Vietnaa. 


Literature distributed in February of 1968 identifies 
the SACC as an orgarization in the revolutionary vanguard. 
It advocates that to de success2.i it is necessary to develop 
a revolutionary ideology and revolutionary prograr.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (SDS) 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the Left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
“radically transform" the university community and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the “responsible Left“ which the Party has "going for us.” 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-Communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "new Left. Notes,“ the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some Communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national

The Southern Conference for Human Welfare (Sc) 
was cited as a Communist front by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947. 
In the same House report, “The Southern Patriot" was cited 
as an organ“ of the SCHW. 


An amendment to the charter of SCHW, dated 
April 26, 1946, changed ite name to the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Incorporated (SCEF), and stated its purpose 
to be to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the southern people, in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions and ideals. 


The masthead of the April, 1967, issue of "The 
Southern Patriot" indicated it is the publication of SCEF, 
editorial and business offices of which are located at 3210 
West Broadway, Louisville, Kentucky, eastern office of which 
is located at Suite 412, 799 Broadway, New-York, New York. 

"The Southern Patriot": is published once each month E, except 
July. SCEF is stated to be dedicated to ending discrimination 
based on race, creed, color, sex, national origin or economic 
condition. — 


CARL BRADEN is identified as Executive Director of 
SCEF, and ANNE BRADEN as Editor of "The Southern Patriot.“ 


Mra. ALBERTA AHEARN, 2311 Payne Street, Louisville, 
Kentucky, a self-admitted former member of the Comzunist 
Party (CP), Louisville, Kentucky, testified on December 11 
and 13, 1954, in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Criminal Court 
ina State sedition prosecution against CARL JAMES BRADEN, 
She identified CARL BRADEN and his wife, ANNE MC CARTY BRADEN, 
as having been known to her as members of the CP froa . January’ of 
1951 to December of 1954. 


The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in 
the South, where it began as the educational wing of the Sc, 
organized in 1938 to work for economic and political refora. 
When the SCHW disbanded in the late 1940s, SCEF continued as 
an independent organization, rallying support for integration 
and democracy and helping to stiaulate and nurture aew movenents 
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of the early 1960s. The SCEF maintained headquarters n 
Louisiana for 20 years, but in 1966 moved its „ 
to Louisville, Kentucky. 


A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a CP functionary, stated at a meeting of the CP 
in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 1961, that the CP 
is not connected with any progressive movement but indirectly 
they do have some influence in the SCEF. 


A second source, who is familiar with some phases of 
. CP activity in the New Orleans area, advised on June 3, 1966, 
that during the time SCHW was in existence, members of the CP 
were members of and worked actively in SCHW; however, since the 
formation of SCEF, CP members have not been encouraged to work 
in SCEF. The source stated SCEF is a progressive, liberal 
organization, which he considers a CP front organization 
because it has gone along with the CP on certain issues, 
particularily on the racial issue. 


9 third source advised on May 25, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS, a CP functionary, expressed great admiration for CARL 
and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which they are affiliated, 
and expressed the view that SCEF is the best organization in 
the South as far as doing effective work is concerned, and 
that they have a better idea of what they are doing, where 
they are heading, and influence other organizations for the 
better. 


The second source also advised on June 3, 1966, 
that many people wha are officials and supporters of the 9 
SCEF, while liberal in their views, are by no means conaunists.
